Maine granite, thirty feet high and seven

It w as erected three years 
ago, when MY. Hendricks w as deem ed to be 
in failing health. 
The lot contains the grave 
of Morgan Hendricks, the only child born to 
Mr. and Mrs. Hendricks, who died in 1851, 
n his third year. 
This grave was com pletely 
imbedded in flowers by the friends of the 
sorrowing widow'. 
The grave opened to de­ 
posit all that was mortal of Thomas A. H en­ 
dricks was the counterpart of a m ausoleum , 
having been incased com pletely in stone. 
Looking into the open grave, to the view 
here was oaly a bod of evergreens, smilax 
and cu t flowers, the stone enclosure having 
l>een lined with these beautiful em blem a 
When the hearse was halted near the lot the 
casket w as borne to the grave.

Tin- Princess Mercedes, the five- 
year-old daughter of Alfonso, will be queen 
under the regency or lier mother, Christina. 
Large forces of military and police are 
being quartered throughout the country as 
a precaution against a Carlist upraising. 
King Alfonso's first wife was the Princess 
Marie de las Mercedes, youngest daughter 
of the Due de M ontpelier, to whom he was 
married Jan. 23, 1878./- Marie died the 
name year, and in November, 1879, he 
married the Archduchess Marie Christina 
of Austria, by whom he has had two chil­ 
dren. 
Tho death of the king will propably 
be followed by attem pts to found another 
republic; but the government of Sj)ain w ill 
be that which the army makes it. 


Father Andre, speaking of the interviews 
between him and Riel, says the latter 
asked him to use his influence to obtain 
from the government a bribe of $100,000 
as the price of Riel's withdrawal from the 
country.

To the east rises the marble shaft erected to 
the memory of Gen. Jefferson C. Davis. 
Immediately opposite lie the remains of 
Oliver P. Morton 
A little to the north is the 
grave of Gen. E. R S. Camby. 
To the north­ 
east another piece of rising ground is dotted 
with the simple headstones of several hun­ 
dred of Indiana's soldiers, who lost their 
lives on the battlefield. 
'The Hendricks lot 
is graced with a simple column of polished 
Maine granite, thirty feet high and seven 
feet at the base 
It was erected three years 
ago, when ML Hendricks was deemed to be 
in failing health. 
The lot contains the crave 
of Morgan Hendricks, the only child born to 
Mr. and Mrs. Hendricks, who died in 1851, 
n Ins third year. 
This grave was completely 
imbedded in flowers by the friends of the 
sorrowing widow. 
The grave opened to de­ 
posit all that was mortal of Thomas A. Hen­ 
dricks was the counterpart of a mausoleum, 
having been incased completely in stone. 
Looking into the open grave, t-o the view’ 
here was only a bed of evergreens, smilax 
and cut flowers, the Btone enclosure having 
been lined w’ith these beautiful emblems. 
When the hearse was halted near the lot the 
casket was bo^ne to the grave. 
The venera- 
i ble Bishop Knickerbocker preceded it and 
read the prayer for the dead, and after the 
j lowering of the casket, Rev. Dr. Jenckes 
read the committal services, the bishop clos­ 
ing with prayer and the benediction. 
Only 
the widow’ and her supporters approached 
the grave, the m ultitude standing off, silent 
spectators. 
The head of the funeral pro­ 
cession entered the cemetery at 2:46 o'clock, 
the hearse reaching the 
grave at 2:54 
o'clock.

i what I deemed a sufficient consideration of 
j my duty to the people. The public busi­ 
ness, I thought. 1 could dispose of by 
j additional application and more hours of 
work, and 1 considered it to be my duty to 
j tlie people to answer a tender sentim ent of

The timber that 
will be cut this winter is all on 
“ long roads’’ and will have to be 
hauled on an average of four miles 
part being as far as seven and a 
half miles. 
The average cost of 
cutting and hauling this timber 
will be about $4 per thousand.

will cost

dollar 
per thousand to drive the logs to 
the Anoka boom. These logs when 
landed represent a value of $400,- 
000, and when manufactured into 
lumber about $125,000 more. 
To 
cut and haul these logs about 600 
men, 300 horses and 250 oxen will 
be employed. 
Wages will be about 
the same as last year, averaging 
about $26 per month for men, $20 
for a pair of horses and $10 for a 
pair of oxen.

On au average there are

Death of the Kin;; of Spain. 


King Alfonso of Spain died W ednesday 
morning the 26th inst. of consum ption ac­ 
celerated by dysentery. 
The widow of tho 
king is com pletely prostrated by his death. 
The pope’s 
benediction arrived before 
lie 
expired. 
All 
the 
offi*»*r.s 
of state 
and 
the 
cabinet 
ministers, 
ex­ 
cept 
the m inister of 
war 
and 
the 
miniBter of the interior, were present when 
lie expired. 
The cabinet met im m ediately 
and the queen was appointed regent, 
in 
accordance with the law, the members of 
the cabinet have tendered their resigna- 
1 ions,but will remain in office at the regent s 
pleasure. 
The Princess Mercedes, th** five- 
year-old daughter of Alfonso, will be queen 
under the regency of her m other, Christina. 
Large forces of m ilitary and police are 
being quartered throughout the country as 
a precaution against a Carl is t upraising. 
King Alfonso’s first wife was the Princess 
Marie de las Merceries, youngest daughter 
of the Duo de Mont pansier, ‘o whom he was 
murried Jan. 23, 1878.^ Marie died the 
sam e year, and in November, 1879, he 
married the Archduchess Marie Christina 
of Austria, l>v whom he has had tw o chil­ 
dren. 
Tho death of the king will propably 
be followed l>3r attem pts to found another 
republic; but the governm ent of Spain w ill 
be th a t which the arm y m akes it.
